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Arbitrary Speed Limits 


There are certain weaknesses in Bill 
Number 2 to amend the traffic law of 
the province which will not add to ‘high- 


way safety in Alberta. 


The first of these is the clause which 
urports to fix an arbitrary speed limit. 
e second is the failure to bring trolley 
buses within the provisions of the act. 
The arbitrary speed limit is most un- 
fortunate and will contribute nothing to 
the expedition and safety of traffic. 
Hitherto, a speed limit has been set 
only as a means of offering prima facie 
evidence of dangerous driving. In other 


words, traffic magistrates 


evidence that a driver had exceeded the 
limit as pointing to dangerous driving, 
but not as an offence in itself. 

The proposed change in section 4, 
sub-section 2 makes the limit arbitrary, 
that is to say a driver is guilty of an 


offence in exceeding that speed whether 
the speed constitutes a hazard or not, 


This is a backward step in traffic law 


because the whole modern trend in traffic 


could accept The 


ways, 


control is to step up speed so far as is 
compatible with safety. 

Indeed, every experienced driver knows 
that most accidents are not caused by 
excessive speed at all but slow and erratic 
driving by poor drivers. 

A speed of 75 miles per hour may be 
perfectiy safe under certain circumstances 
while 25 miles per hour may be hazardous 
under others. 
purpose of traffic 
Should not be to secure slow driving but 
to secure safe driving. 

To fix an arbitrary speed limit may 
make it easier to get convictions, It cer- 
tainly does not add to security on the high-

Canadian Depots For Rare Drugs 


The news columns tell of a 12-year-old 
boy who died in Kapuskasing of a rare 
intestinal ailment because an equally rare 
drug, a specific for the disease, could not 
be rushed to him from Toronto in time. 

Such incidents are reported many times 
in every year. Somebody is always rushing 
some curative medicine from one place to 
another—and seldom in time. 

These wild dashes in airplanes to dis- 
tribute the rarer specifics among the ailing 
seem to indicate a deficiency in Canada’s 


national health service. 


Once upon a time it was blood and 
plasma that used to be rushed across the 


country in emergencies. 


But the Red Cross has ended all that 
with its community blood service. Almost 
every hamlet in Canada can supply free 
transfusions at a few hours notice. 

What the Red Cross can do, the gov- 
ernment of Canada can do. 

It would cost comparatively little to 
obtain a supply of those rare drugs that 
are required to treat obscure diseases and 
to store them in the principal hospitals 
across Canada for emergency use. 

Probably ten or twenty thousand dol- 
lars a year would maintain an adequate 


supply at such hospitals. 


And if only one life were saved each 
year, the expenditure would be worth it, 


economically as well as compassionately.

Taxation Should Help 
Folk To Be Provident 


The. Hon. Mr. Abbott's ‘Ice 
Cream’ budget provides nothing 
of any importance. Tobacco 
taxes will still exact more from 
the average family than did the 
former income taxes; import 
duties will continue to maintain 
artificially high prices for many 
commodities which should be 
available to Canadians at lower 
prices, and hopes for improve- 
ment in social security matters 
would appear to be dashed, 

In stating that normal govern- 
ment spending had levelled off 
at their existing high point and 
that further public benefits such 
as social security would simply 
mean more taxes, Mr. Abbott 
simply enunciated a fact which 
should be self-evident, but which 
is too often overlooked. 


Canadians need more of these 
undisguised warnings, We still 
have too great a tendency to be- 
lieve in Santa Claus, so far as 
federal financial affairs are con- 
cerned, But while realities are 
good, there is such a thing as 
being too resigned to the possi- 
bility of effecting improvements 
and Mr. Abbott has certainly 
failed to disclose any spark of 
imagination in his financial plan- 
ning, 

Let's assume that no further 
tax reductions are possible for 
the moment and that no further 
improvements are possible with- 
out corresponding increases in 
taxation, This is still no reason 
why the minister should fail to 
indicate what could be done. 
Neither is this any reason why 
the minister should refuse to con- 
sider the possibility of encourag- 
ing the public to do some of these 
things without government fi- 
nancing. 


Regarding 
OA Pensions 


Old-age pensions should be in- 
creased and the means test should 
be eliminated. If we knew the 
added cost we might hesitate to 
undertake such a program, The 
public might not feel that the 
added cost warranted it. Yet, 
since many do pay for pensions, 
t could be that the public would 
approve a general pension plan 
and consider the cost well spent. 
But how can we consider pen- 
sions so long as the minister 
simply says they will cost more 
money? 

There ts another aspect. Has 
the minister ever considered any 
alternative? To repeat an old 
idea, is it not possible that peo- 
ple would support a voluntary 
pension plan involving no ex- 
pense to the government? In- 
stead of taking an extra sum in 
taxes in order to provide a pen- 
sion, the government could ask 
people to buy their own pensions 
from either the government pen- 
sion department or from private 
companies. It is possible to do 
this now, but if you try ft you

Can you Imagine any worse 
nonsense than that? Here Is a 
citizen ready to provide himself 
and his wife with a $100 per 
month pension at his own ex- 
pense, Because he does that he 
is taxed several hundred dollars. 
If, instead of that, he had taken 
the total sum and had squander- 
ed it completely on, let us say, 
horse races, he could have ap- 
plied for an old age pension 
which would total $100 for him- 
self and his wife, and the federal 
and provincial governments 
would have gladly paid the full 
cost of it. In 10 years that pen- 
sion would cost the taxpayers 
$12,000. Yet our unimaginative 
authorities prefer to collect $1,- 
200 in a tax rather than save $12,- 
000 in a hand-out, It is little won- 
der social security becomes s0 
expensive, 

Tf, by foregoing $1,200 In tax, 
the government can induce a 
citizen to save the government 
$12,000 in cash ayments, one 
would think any administration 
would jump at the chance, They 
don't seem to want citizens to 
be self-dependent, They impose 
barriers to discourage such action 
to the point where the treasury 
actually loses money, Yet, if the 
government were to declare that 
all money invested in pensions, 
with a maximum pension limit if 
you like, was exempt from taxa- 
tion, we would find that thou- 
sands of citizens would be glad 
to pay for those pensions. We 
would find that the potential cost 
of pensions for those remaining 
would be only a fraction of what 
js now contemplated. We would 
discover that, by permitting peo- 
ple to help themselves by pay~ 
ing for their own social security, 
we could achieve national social 
security at a greatly reduced 
cost, In fact the only reason that 
stage has not already been 
achieved {js that the minister of 
finance has so little imagination 
that he can't seer to realize that 
social security is not a matter of 
cold dollars and cents: it is 
largely a matter of applying 
financial policies in such a way 
that citizens will be encouraged 
to pay their own costs instead of 
being penalized for doing so,

PALM SUNDAY 


Calvary was only a week in the future when Christ 
made His triumphal entry into Jerusalem. From high- 
ways and alleys, from palaces und hovels, the people 
came to greet the Beloved One. They spread palms at His 
feet and the cry went up: “Blessed is He who cometh in 
the name of the Lord.” 

To understand the meaning of Palm Sunday is to 
share in the profound pity of Christ as He raised His 
hands in benediction over many who would soon clamor 
for His death. It is to grasp the essential truth that Christ's 
degradation was the price of betrayal, not alone of those 
who shared His days on earth, but of men throughout all 
ages who would crucify Him anew by their sins. 

The period from Palm Sunday to Good Friday is the 
holiest in the Christian calendar because it invokes the 
spirit of pure repentance and atonement. This is the time , 
when the Christian searches his own heart, confesses his 
share in the infamy of Calvary, and humbly resolves that 
henceforth he will dedicate himself more fervently to 
Him who is the way, the truth and the life. 

Christ lived 2,000 years ago, but His followers are 
not much different now than those who were privileged 
to know Him in the flesh. They still include the world- 
lings, who pay Him lip service, but cast scorn upon Him 
as others did because He would not come down from the 
cross. 

The faithful alone are those who continue to behold 
on the face of the suffering Christ the glory of His re- 
deeming love and to hear from His stricken lips the words 
of everlasting consolation and hope 

One cannot think of Christ the Victim without ponder- 
ing over the tragic folly of Judas, who, in a moment of 
reckless cupidity, sold Him for thirty pieces of silver. 
Judas stands in the place of every sinner—self-branded, 
self-confessed and self-condemned. But he would have 
been forgiven if only he cast himself in faith and sor- 
row at the foot of his Master. 

So also with all sinners. It is the

What's wrong with the movie 
business? Here are 10 points which 
I feel have put the movie industry 
in its present predicament: 

1, Theatre prices are too high for 
most family budgets. 

2. Re-releases of old pictures, not 
advertised as such, have soured 
many theatregoers, Only the best 
old pictures should be brought 
back, and clearly labelled 

3. Bad theatre timing is alienat- 
ing ticket buyers. To see the best 
picture of a double feature, you 
generally have to be in the theatre 
at 7 p.m, or 10:30.

SEVEN YEARS DEAD 


Rachmaninoff’s Life Story 
Recalls Tragic Career 


It was seven years March 28, 
that announcement of Sergei 
Rachmaninoff's death was made 
to a shocked musical public at the 
end of a Sunday afternoon broad- 
cast of the New York Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Orchestra. 

Though desperately ill, he had 
heroically continued with his 
concerts through February of that 
year but finally cancelled his re- 
maining engagements and re- 
turned to his home in Beverly 
Hills where his illness was diag- 
nosed as cancer and where the 
end came a few weeks later. 

But it will be a long time he- 
fore any. pianist will occupy the 
particular niche that was Rach- 
maninoff's. None who heard him 
can ever forget either his master- 
ful playing or his unique person- 
ality: the tall, gaunt figure—6 feet 
3 inches—with its disjointed galt, 
topped by the close-cropped head 
and the grave, impassive, satur- 
nine countenance, 

And although all during his 
later life critics decried his music 
as old-fashioned aud romantic, 
the best of it continues to be per- 
formed by pianists, singers and 
orchestras to the pleasure of a 
large share of the music-loving 
public, Rachmaninoff may not be 
| one of the immortals, but, as a 
| composer and a legend, he is still 
very much alive, 

As is perfectly apparent from 
his music and from what is al- 
ready known of the man, Rach- 
| maninof{ stands forth as an ex- 


tremely neurotic personality. His 
early association with the neurol- 
ogist and hypnotist, Dr. Nicolay 
Dahl, who rescued him from the 
depression caused by early fail- 
ures and enabled him to continue 
his work, has often been told. 

“But Dr. Dahl never really 
cured him,” Seroff writes. “The 
depression, the trauma which he 
tried to escape in dissipation 
gnawed at him his whole life and 
his creative ability as well as his 
personal life followed a pattern 
as though it were written in his 
palm.” 

Throughout Rachmaninoff's 
letters one finds recurring evi- 
dence of this. One revealing 
passage reads: “I am afraid of 
everything: mice, rats, cock- 
chafers, bulls, burglars. 1 am 
afraid of the strong wind which 
blows and howls and wails in 
the chimney, I am afraid when 
the raindrops beat against the 
windowpane, I am afraid of the 
dark and so on, I do not like old 
atties and I am ready to believe 
that ghosts live there . . . other- 
wise how can one explain that 
I am frightened even during the 
daytime when I am alone?” 

Coupled with his morbid fears 
were his preggeupation with 
death and the agony he suffered 
every time he was faced with 
the necessity of making an im- 
portant decision, 

And until the last 25 years of 
his life when the public decided 
for him that his major talent

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Refinishing 
Takes Care 


BY BOB SCHARFF ° 
In every home there js a plece 
of furniture that is basically good 
enough to deserve refinishing. But 


not all surface damages require re-| 


Cinishing, 


A scratch in a varnished surface 
can be removed by putting a little 
turpentine in it with a sharpened 
match end or a fine brush, Spe- 
cial furniture “scratch sticks” of 
a wax-like compound Shaped like 
a pencil are available and do a 
good job of hiding scratches, 

White spots caused by water or 
hot dishes, don't require a refin- 
ishing job. They may be removed 
by rubbing lightly with a piece of 
flannel dampened with spirits of 
camphor or a drop or two of am- 
monia, 

OVERCOMING DENTS 


Dents in wood can be reduced to 
some extent by first removing the 
finish from around the dented area 
with turpentine and then laying on 
a bit of damp woo! cloth or blot- 
ting paper for several hours. 

Heat (not too much) should be 
applied to the paper or cloth with 
a warm iron, Sandpaper the area 
when dry and finally, varnish or 
other finish should be applied, fol- 
lowed by wax or polish 

Deep burns in furniture should 
be erased by sandpapering. Then 
to fill the indentation thus caused, 
use stick shellac softened with 
heat. A steel knife may be used 
to spread the shellac smoothly, 
and a razor blade to smooth it off 
Sandpaper and refinish. Defects 
and other holes can be treated in 
the same manner, 

For a complete refinishing job, 
the old finish must be removed, 
the wood sanded smooth, and new 
finish applied. To remove an old 
varnish surface, apply a thin coat 
of pain-and-varnish remover with 
the grain, using a cheap two-inch 
brush, Cover an area 1% to 2 
square feet at a time. 

When the varnish bubbles up, 
scrape it off with a _ three-inch 
scraper. For cleaning curved sur- 
faces, use a stiff wire brush and 
piece of burlap. After the old 
finish has been removed, clean the 
entire surface with denatured al- 
cohol, 

SHELLAC SURFACES 


Shellac surfaces can be removed 
with alcohol applied with a cloth, 

When the surface is dry, sand- 
paper it* completely smooth. If 
the wood is open-grained and tiny 
holes are visible, fill the pores 
with pastewood filler applied ac- 
cording to manufacturer's dire®. 
tions. When purchasing the filler, 


be sure to get a color that will) 
blend with the wood. } 
To apply the new finish, the 


varnish is brushed on with long, 
smooth strokes, directly from the 
can. Leave the furniture piece in 
a dust-proof place, allowing at 
least 24 hours to dry. 

When dry rub down with a cloth 


eaturated with linseed oil and then | 


dipped into powdered pumice, Rub 
with the grain until the gloss is 
gone. Repeat varnishing and rub- 
bing two more times. Then apply 
varnish for the fourth time, and 
when dry, rub gently with cloth 
dipped into linseed oll and then 
into powdered rottensione. 
Continue rubbing until 
is smooth. Finally, apply several 
coats of furniture wax or polish.
